Unity Will Be Demanded 


EMAND for unity on the national Jewish 

scene is arising throughout the nation. 

Although the Joint Consultative Commit- 
tee, composed of the B’nai B’rith, the American 
Jewish Congress, the American Jewish Commit- 


tee, and one other group has disintegrated be- 
cause it was unable to reach harmonious decisions, 
it is becoming increasingly apparent that through 
whatever means unity must be achieved if the 
American Jewish community is to preserve that 
good-will each and every organization, large or 
small, purports to be protecting. 


At present, without any authorization from 
the American Jewish community as a whole, 
Rabbi William Rosenblum of New York is de- 
manding another public apology from Henry 
Ford, the American Jewish Congress is racing 
across the front pages of the nation, the Jewish 
representatives in Congress are speaking, osten- 
‘sibly if not deliberately, for the Jewish people 


on national questions, and hundreds of others are 
usurping the name of American Jewry by public 
announcements, which more often than not, do 
not represent the opinion of even a small minor- 
ity of United States Jews. 

No doubt it 4s impossible for the B’nai B’rith, 
the Congress and the Committee to achieve har- 
mony. Nothing has been heard from the Joint 
Consultative Committee in months. But does the 
failure of one effort mean that the plan should 
be dropped. If unity cannot be achieved through 
large organizations might it not be achieved oth- 
erwise. 

Whatever is or #s not done, Jewish people 
throughout the nation are becoming disgusted at 
the self-appointed spokesman who act in the 
name of American Jewry. A rebellion is brew- 
ing. Unity should and must and will be achieved. 

A movement, an uprising from the Jewish 
people of the United States will see that action 
is taken or take it themselves. 


Clergy, Laity Argument 


AMUEL B. Finkel’s resentment at the 
at stand of Rabbi Julian Morgenstern in con- 

nection with laymen participation in syna- 
gogue decisions will ‘stir up anew the perrenial 
argument over supremacy of the rabbinate or 
the laity. 


When last summer the Central Conference of 
American Rabbis (reform) issued a very for- 
ward-looking and prophetic document on reorgan- 
ization of the government for the benefit of the 
many, lay leaders made objection to the state- 
ment’s undisguised left tendencies. After pro- 
test, it was decided at a meeting of committees 
from the C. C. A. R. and the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations that all social justice de- 
cisions be passed upon by a joint committee be- 
fore their announcement. 


And now the argument will flare anew. Dr. 
Morgenstern’s declaration that the complexity of 
modern Judaism made it impossible for the lay- 
men to discuss its problems intelligently was cer- 
tainly unwarranted. Judaism divorced from the 
masses, and a rabbinical hierarchy apart from the 
great body of Jews, would wither and die. 


But Dr. Morgenstern’s contention that the lay 
leaders are not students of Judaism and not com- 
petent to interpret its tenets, is certainly true. 
The social justice commission’s report, which 
caused so much disruption, was a document 
worthy of the Prophets and a distinct credit to 
American Jewry. Yet the laity, uninstructed in 
the real Jewish heritage of social justice and 
adequate opportunity for all, made strenuous ob- 
jections. 


The solution however is not for the rabbinate 
to withdraw and reserve for itself complete dom- 
ination over Judaism. Lay leaders owe it to 
themselves and to their moral growth to spend 
more of their leisure time in the study of his- 
torical Judaism. Adult Jewish education, or 
proper instruction in the youth, both signs of rab- 
binical inadequacy, might have avoided the prob; 
lem. 


Might it not be wise to prepare our youth so 
that neither a Dr. Morgenstern or a Samuel 
Finkel of the future can arise to continue the 
argument to eternity. 





Next Year—Jersualem The Rebuilt

JERUSALEM—Passover, holiday of libera-~ 
tion, is the joint holiday of nature and the Jew- 
ish people. Blossoms festoon the gardens and in 
the country orchard and field are vibrantly green 
with life. The cities, too, are alive. For several 
days the streets have been crowded with bust- 
ling, happy tourists come to spend Passover in 
Palestine, and in the specifically Jewish streets 
the excitement is great. 

By the afternoon of Passover eve Jerusalem 
has changed. The streets are a magnet with the 
Wailing Wall as the pole. Pious Jews with their 
flat fur-edged caps, Sephardim, with their rab- 
bis and judges in turbans, Bokharan Jews in 
cloaks of brave people, Caucasian Jews, looking 
like Cossacks, Yemenite Jews, neat and modest, 
European Jews from the Emek on far-away Gal- 
ilee—all are on their way to the Wailing Wall. 


* a * 


From Shanghai and Honolulu come Jews to 
celebrate Passover in Palestine, from Canada, 
New Zealand, India, from some distant colony 
in Africa and from America. Geneva can show 
no more representative international gathering 
than this. 


Seder night is a night of joy. Doors and win- 
dows are open in Tel Aviv and through the light- 
ed streets the melody of the Haggadah sounds. 
For the chalutzim it is a great occasion. The 
workers in Tel Aviv gather around heavy-laden 
tables in Eden Hall to recite the Haggadah. Feet 
are lifted to dance the Hora and the songs of 
the chalutzim are sung. The dance is carried 
out into the streets of the all-Jewish city. 


* * * 


Though joined in the common spirit of Pass- 


over, the various sects of Jews hold different 
observances. For the Sephardim the Seder is 
splendid, their women in rich raiment. The afik- 
omon is hidden not under a pillow, but wrapped 
in a ‘silk cloth worn by the women over their 
shoulders. 


* * * 


The Sephardim make elaborate preparations 
for the Seder Four weeks before—the day after 
Purim—they begin to bake matzohs. Some 
Sephardim bake a special “rich matzoh,’ made 
with oil and wine. This is served to visitors 
during the intermediary weekdays of Passover. 

Among the Sephardim it is the custom for 
several families to have a common Seder, at 
which the story of the Exodus is dramatized. 
While those seated at the table discuss the liber- 
ation, a visitor arrives “fresh from Egypt” and 
begins to narrate the whole story. He has a 
sack over his shoulder and a staff in his hand. 
After he has answered a number of questions 
about the Jews in Egypt, he joins those at the 
table. 


The Jews from Baghdad and Yemen perform 
the ceremony in a manner all their own. They 
even bless the wine differently. The Four Ques- 
tions are asked by a little boy holding the bone 
in one hand and the egg in the other, giving the 
answer himself after each question. 


In many Yemenite homes the Haggadah is 
paraphrased in Arabic because many of the Yem- 
enite Jewish women do not understand Hebrew. 
But this is not unusual, for the scholar Rashi 
relates in “Hapardes” that it was once the cus- 
tom in France to tell the story of the Haggadah 
in French since that was the only language the 
women knew. (Continued next week) 





Freedom of the Press 


To The Editor: 
Bermuda Situation Explained 


The government, merchants, and 
residents of Bermuda in general 
are indignant at the recently an- 
nounced policy of certain Bermuda 
hotels to bar Jews. 


This was learned definitely for 
the first time after the B’rai B’rith 
Magazine had sent a special corres- 
pondent to Bermuda to ascertain 
the situation there. A recent news 
release in the newspapers had an- 
nounced that several of the biggest 
hotels in Bermuda had instituted 
an anti-Semitic policy. The true 
‘situation is described in the forth-+ 
coming April issue of the B’nai 
B’rith Magazine. 


The B’nai B’rith Magazine cor- 
respondent found that the Elbow 
Beach Hotel, accomodating 300 
persons, and the Bermuda Hotels 
Association are the only ones in- 
stituting the policy. The latter 
Association includes the Princess 
Hotel accomodating 800, the In- 
verurie and Cedar Lodge accomo- 
dating 250, the Balmont Manor 
and Golf Club accomodating 150 
and the Coral Island Club accom 
odating 100. mm 


“We are not anti-Semitic, but 
our clientele is such that we can 
best serve it if we bar Jews from 
our hotels,” the B’nai B’rith Mag- 
azine correspondent wa's told by the 
general secretary of the Bermuda 
Hotels Association. “It is a com- 
mercial move—pure and simple.” 

The B’nai B’rith Magazine inter- 
viewed dozens of merchants and 
islanders who all expressed indig- 
nation both because the anti-Sem- 
itic move would hurt the tourist 
business and also because “toler- 
ance ®& so deeply ingrained in the 
traditien of Bermuda that it can- 
not be easily dissipated”. 


Some of the largest hotels in 
Bermuda expressed their resent- 
ment towards the Jewish boycott 
to the B’nai B’rith Magazine cor- 
respondent and announced that 
they would welcome Jewish clien- 
tele. These friendly hotels include 
the Bermuda Hamilton Hotel which, 
catering to 700 patrons, is probably 
the largest hotel] in Bermuda; the 
Bermudiana, one of the most lux- 
urious hotels on the Island, ac- 
comodating 550; and the _ St. 
George, accomodating 250. The 
correspondent was unable to ascer- 
tain the policy of the magnificient 
Castle Harbor Hotel, which is open 
only during the summer. 


The Bermuda Hotels Associa- 
tion has pursued an anti+Semitic 
policy for more than a year and 
it was only the Elbow Beach Ho- 
tel which joined them recently in 
this policy. 


The B’nai B’rith Magazine as- 
certained from the Colonial Secre- 
tary of Bermuda that none of the 
anti-Semitic hotels made any ef- 
fort to induce the other Bermuda 
hotels to adopt the ‘same policy.

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EGYPT 
3,000 Years After

Things have certainly changed in | 
Egypt. Some 3,100 yeas ago the| 
Jews had great difficulty in leav- 
ing the land of the Pharoahs; ten | 
plagues were needed to persuade 
the Government to let them go. 
Now, Jewish refugees from Ger- 
many find that ten plagues and 
more would not get them into the 
country. 


Immigration restrictions are al- 
most as strict under the present 
Government as emigration restric- 
tions were under the Pharaoh. The 
scattering of German Exiles to all 
points of the globe that ‘started in 


1933 hardly touched Egypt. A| 


handful of physicians and medical 
assistants who could be placed in| 
Jewish hospitals in the country 
were admitted, but that was vir-| 
tually all. 


A traveler who recently visited | 
Egypt informs us that a German| 
Jewess who came from Barcelona 
to marry the scion of an old and in- 
fluential Italian family living in a 
Cario suburb could not gain admis- 
sion. Particularly since the out- 
break of the Spanish civil war, 
HIAS tells us, have imigration re- 
strictions been tightened. 


Yet you ask the Egyptian Con- 
sulate in New York about immigra- 
tion laws and you are told aus- 
terely: “Cases of all aliens desir- 
ing to go to Egypt for residence 
are examined individually by our 
home authorities.”
